$4,260 Returned To County 
On Licenses For Last 6 
Months Of Calendar Year 


SACRAMENTO Allocation of 
$1,425,045.24 to cities and counties 
as their share of alcoholic beverage 
license fees for the last six-month 
period of 1939, was announced by 
Richard E, Collins, chairman of the 
state board of equalization.

Among all civilized people bread 
has become an article of food of the 
first necessity; and properly so, for 
it constitutes of itself a complete 
life sustainer. There is no other’ 
article of food that enters so large- 
ly into our daily fare as bread. 
Cooking, like styles, seems to go 
in cycles. For a mumber of years 
the making of bread was a lost art. 
However today there is a definite 
trend toward the making of home 
made breads and almost every 
homemaker you talk to either tells 
you how delicious her rolls were or 
She is seeking information as to how 
to make home made breads. For 
those of you who are interested in 
making your own bread I wish to 
emphasize first the common causes 
of inferior bread and also the char- 


acteristics of a good loaf of bread. | 


The common causes are namely— 
poor flour. A cheap flour is an ex- 
pensive flour. Old yeast—be sure 
your yeast is fresh for dead yeast 
Plants can not leaven bread. Too 
much or too little kneading—over- 
kneaded dough becomes sticky and 
will not rise well in the oven. Un- 
der-kneaded bread dough is poor 
in texture, which contain lumps 
that might have been worked out in 
the kneading. Too much flour will 
cause ‘the dough to rise slowly and 
will be poor in flavor. Over-rising 


will cause the bread to be porous | 


and sour. Under-rising will cause 


the bread to be flat and dark in| 


color. The temperature of your 
oven is most important. The main 
characteristics of a choice loaf of 
bread are texture, color, ‘size and 
shape. Care should also be given the 
bread after baking. The bread 
should be taken from the pans as 
soon as it is removed from the oven 
and placed on rac the air may 
circulate on all sides of it. Quick 
cooling prevents loss of moisture. 
The main thing to consider in the 
making of breads is to follow your 
recipes carefully and adhere to the 
general methods for miking the 
dough.

HIGHLIGHTS ON 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 


(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
March $1 is Matthew 28:16-20, 
the Golden Text being Acts 1:8, 
“Ye shall be my witnesses . : 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.’’) 


IT IS conceded that there were 
ten times in all in which our Lord 
appeared to his disciples after 
His resurrection, from the first 
One, early Easter morning at the 
tomb where He appeared to the 
Marys, until the time He was 
taken up to heaven, forty days 
later. 

John tells us that the same eve- 
ning of the day He had been seen 
of Mary Magdalene, He appeared 
to His eleven apostles, as they 
were gathered together’ with 
closed doors, for fear of the Jews. 
In an instant Jesus stood in their 
midst, saying, “Peace be unto 
you.” And He shewed them His 
hands and side. ‘‘Then were the 
disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord,” says John. 


One of them, however, Thomas, 
was not present at this time and 
he refused to believe when told, 
‘‘We have seen the Lord.” “Except 
I shall see in His hands the prints 
of the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into His side, I 
will not believe,” he stated. After 
eight days the disciples were 
again gathered together and 
Thomas was with them, and Jesus 
stood again in their midst and 
told Thomas to reach thither his 
finger and ‘‘behold my hands; and 
reach thither thy hand, and thrust 
it into My side: and be not faith- 
less, but believing.” 


Thomas Is Reproved 


Thomas’ answer was, “My Lord 
and my God!" Jesus — said: 
“Thomas, because thou hast seen 
me, thou hast believed: blessed 
are they that have not seen, and 
yet have believed.” 

In John we also find the story 
of the apostles’ fishing trip, when 
Jesus appeared on the beach. 
Simon Peter had said he was go- 
ing fishing, and four others said 
they would go with him. Then 
went in a ship and fished all 


| night but caught nothing. When 
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the morning came, Jesus stood on 
the beach, but the disciples knew 
Him not. He called to them, “Chil- 
dren, have ye any meat?” and 
they answered no. 

Then He told them where to! 
cast their net, and when they did: 
as He said, it was so heavy they 
could not draw it to land. One 
said to Peter, ‘It is the Lord.” 
When Peter heard that he cast 
himself into the sea to swim to 
shore and the others dragged the 
net in. When they came to land’ 
they found a fire going on the 
sand and bread and fish spread 
out, and Jesus called them to 
“come and dine.” 

The last recorded time Jesus 
came to His disciples as they 
were gathered in a room with 
closed doors, He said to them: 
“All authority hath been given 
unto Me in heaven and on earth. 

“Go ye, therefore, and make 
disciples of all the nations, bap- 
tizing them into the name of the 
Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Spirit; 

“Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsvever I commanded 
you: and lo, I am with you al- 
ways, even unto the end of the 
world.” : 

St. Mark says: “So then after 
the Lord had spoken unto them, 
He was received up tnto heaven, 
and sat on the right hand of 
God.” 

And of the disciples he says: 
“And they went forth, and 
preached everywhere, the Lord 
working with him, and confirming 
the word with signs following.” 

That is the work millions of 
followers of these disciples have 
been engaged in all these years 
since that time. Missionaries have 
gone to far countries trying to 
save those who never before had 
heard of Christianity. David Live 
ingstune was one of these. His 
work in Africa 1s well Known, and 
has been called to the attention 
of the peuple of this generation 
recently by a motion picture 
which showed him in that once 
so-called ‘dark continent.” His 
labors ended when he died of 
fever contracted in the jungles 
and swamps of that continent. 
Such men have found, truly, that 
Christ has been with them in their 
labors and has helped them.
